ATHLETIC  resume 


The  1936  football  season  was  ushered  in  with  a  new  coach,  James  E.  Peters.  Coach  Peters  played  quarterback 
for  Wake  Forest  College  and  was  graduated  in  1933.  He  came  to  Burlington  from  Williams  ton  where  he  had  made  an 
enviable  record  for  three  yearn.  The  Bulldogs  offered  only  a  few  experienced  men  to  Couch  Peters,  but  before  the  season 
ended  a  good  team  had  been  built.  Attendance  was  poor  at  the  home  games  due  to  rain,  and  the  citizens  of  Burlington 
made  up  a  S400  donation  to  pay  for  the  new  equipment.  The  1937  edition  of  the  football  team  will  see  about  fifteen 
letter  men  to  meet  the  heavy  schedule. 

The  1930  baseball  team  won  the  state  championship  from  Edenton  at  Chapel  Hill  on  May  14.  The  1937  team  will 
have  nine  lettermcn  and  a  host  of  reserves  and  new  men.  They  will  feel  the  loss  of  Kendall  Moran,  Buriiian  Bare  and 
AdolphusSorrell  who  graduated.  Moran  has  signed  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  Athletics  of  the  American  League. 
The  highlight  of  the  1936  season  was  the  defeat  of  "Lefty"  Wilson  and  Coach  Earl  Holt's  Oako  Ridge  nine.  The  1937 
schedule  will  be  begun  with  a  challenge,  US  the  BulldogB  have  dropped  only  six  games  of  the  last  forty-live  played. 

The  Bulldogs  are  in  the  midst  of  a  good  basketball  and  boxing  season. 

Tennis  will  be  played  in  the  spring,  along  with  the  addition  of  golf.
